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Mac Rides Again! 


less lhan two monihs ago im¬ 
portant sections of the Press 
were busily writing off Mr. Mac¬ 
millan as a has-been, an embarrass¬ 
ment to the Tory Party and a 
liability in a general election. They 
did everything they could to destroy 
him. short of actually publishing an 
obituary'. At the time. Freedom 
pointed out in- an editorial on 
“Politics of the Affair''' (June 22): 

Macmillan may w'elt he down, but 
he IS not yet oul In the game of poli¬ 
tico he 1 $ more adept, tougher and more 
cunning than the cartoonists portray him 
and the Press Jeads us to believe . . . 
Macmillan wilt not be ousted by the 
Parhamentary machine. 

Well there it is. Last Saturday, 
Macmillan addressing a cheering 
Conservative Party rally at Chilham, 
Kent, got headline treatment from 
his most bitter critic, the Stmday^ 
Telegraph: “Mr. Macmillan Re¬ 
asserts hts Authority—Critics ig^ 
nored”* and their political corres¬ 
pondent reported that: 

A confident Mr. Macmiltan reasserted 
his authority as Prim^ Minister in a 
major speech . . . yesterday. He ignored 
almost contemptuously mention of the 
controversy over his future, thus con¬ 
firming the growing impression that he 


now feels confident that the party crises 
ovcf his leadership has passed its 
peak.. . . 

By brjffi^ni tactics, and lack of any 
decisive revolt against him in the Cabi¬ 
net, Mr. Macmillan now seems to have 
won through to the respite of the sum¬ 
mer recess in face of a bitter campaign 
against him. 

Not only has there been no 
cisive revolf in the Cabinet but the 
fact is that the full force of mass 
communications has not succeeded 
in producing a ripple of visible 
public protest, even symbolic, such 
as mass demonstrations calling for 
his resignation, token strikes , . . 
or sit downs. Does one have to 
as to who leads it? Or that the 
as to w^ho leads them? Or that the 
politically conscious section feels 
impotent to express its opinion be¬ 
cause of its own legalistic approach 
and because the so called deniocratic 
channels available to it are useless? 


vested interests can surely only be 
explained by the that both these 
giants are divideil among them¬ 
selves. The nionopolUdc appetite 
of capitalism which results in a ruth' 
less war of attrition or take-over: 
the sectional rivalries of the Trades 
Unions, and the economic differ- 
cnliajs which undermine any passible 
hope of unity—these are the loop¬ 
holes, the weaknesses, w'hich the 
able politicians exploit for some¬ 
body’s advantage/ 

In theory it is possible to argue 
that a government’s policy could be 
directed to serve the interests of the 
people in general* In practice this 
is not [TOSsible so long as economic 
power is not in the hands of the 
people. Can any legally elected 
government effect the transfer of 
economic power from the mono¬ 
polists to the people by legislation? 

Again, in theoty they can; in prac¬ 


tice the “democratic” machinery is 
so designed not so much to permii 
of radical change in the name of the 
people, as to hamper change per .ve. 
Thus it took the (Conservatives pro¬ 
bably as long to de-nationalise road 
transport as it did for the Labour 
government to nationalise it. Now 
while it can be argued that this com¬ 
plicated machinery of legislation has 
its advantages in avoiding hasty 
retrogressive legislation, the fact is 
that in practice it has served to re¬ 
tain the status quo while at the same 
time encouraging well-meaning 
people to engage in reformist 
agitation in the belief that a revo¬ 
lution of values, human and econ¬ 
omic, could in time, be achieved by 
the ballot box. 

Even if it could be shown that a 
particular government was inspired 
by the most revolutionary intentions, 
the fact remains that m the first 


place, when it assumes office it takes 
over a well-oiled, an established, a 
permanent organisation of govern¬ 
ment which has a vested interest in 
everything but change, whatever the 
direction. No government Minister 
however forceful his personality can 
bend this machine to his will, 
Secondly, because the legislatoiy 
process is so cumbersome—and it is 
often forgotten that the old boys* 
club the House of Lords, without 
having the power to veto legislation 
nevertheless possesses the necessary 
powers to considerably delay its 
passage—any .radical measures a 
government attempted to take, say 
against financial or other monopolist 
interests, could be neutralised by 
counter-measures within the iaw^ to 
such effect that the government 
would be dissuaded from proceeding 
further. To attempt to legislate for 
the abolition of capitalism is rather 
like trying to destroy u rabbit 
warren by blocking up one hole a 
> 
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It is ironically inie that natural 
disasters call forth a huge fund of 
spontaneous social solidarity and 
cons trued ve effort which it is hard 
to find in ordinary circumstances. 

While the August issue of Anar¬ 
chy discusses fram several angles 
the idea of Do-It-Yourself Com¬ 
munity Workshops was being prin¬ 
ted, we w'erc discussing the applica¬ 
tion of these suggestions in different 
CD u n tri es—Engl and. Lat in- America. 
Africa—the news came of the earth¬ 
quakes at Skopje, and h occurred 
to us that here was a case where 
some of the flood of sympathy and 
aid which the disaster has brought 
fortb> might be devoted to a project 
to obtain concretc-block-making 
machinery in Italy, ship ii to Skopje, 
and form the basis of a workshop 
where people cun make for them¬ 
selves the material for rebuilding 
their homes. 

We are making enquiries aboui 
the feasibility of this project in Bel¬ 
grade. Milan and London, but 
would like anyone with further sug¬ 
gestions and especially with IVS 
experience in Jugoslavia to write to 
Community Workshop c/o Freedom 
Press, so that they cun be kept in¬ 
formed of any dcvclopinents.

Is Bd per hour increase and 40-hr week! 


'^^ORKERS in ihe building indusiry 
” aftf now planning strike action to 
back the claim fur a l/6d, per hour pay 
riic and a 40*hciur week. Negotiations 
between union leaden and the represen¬ 
tatives of the employers have been going 
on for ninnlhs now but all ojfers so 
far have faUeti very short ol our de¬ 
mands, The latest offer or rather insult 
from the employers Im been an 8d. 
an hour increase for craftsmen spread 
over the next ffiree years and for labour¬ 
ers, a worso insult of 4d, an hour ^ip^ead 
over the same period. 

A further meeUng between the unionr» 
and employers is arranged for Tuesday, 
July 30th. and if no reasonable offers 
are forthcoming industrial action is 
planned. This will take the form of a 
general ban on ovcflirne and withdrawal 
from bonus and incentive schemes. With 
Ihii, men working on certain building 
sites where union orgiinisalion n strong, 
will come out on strike. 

So much for the unionX plans, bm 
whal does the Nutionuf Joim Council 
for the building industry consider u 
reasonable offer? Some of the building 
trades union leaders, Mr Smith for one, 
of my own union, the Anmlgarnaied 
Society of Woodworkers, tm spoken of 
accepting ii 40-hour week with the bosses 
present pay offer. The union leaden 
are alw^ay|_ searching for a way out m 


order to avoid a head-on clash with the 
employers. Tuesday is the deadiine. 
Then we shall see how far the union 
leaders are witling to go in the fight 
against the cmploycfs. 

All through these long negotiations, 
the rank and hie tinton members have 
put strong pressure un the officials in 
support of our ctainu. Meetings, marches 
and token stoppages have taken place 
when the unions hitve met the employ¬ 
ers for lalki, Theae dcrrionstralions have 
l>ecn organised by the rank and file mem¬ 
bership, who are determined to win the 
l/6d. increase plus a 40-hour week. 

During recent munths, rcsulutitms 
from A.S.W. branches have been sent 
to head office showing the large support 
there is for these claimeii. The rank and 
It la nienrbers of the building trades have 
had enough of the typ^ of pay increase 
which has been our kn over the years. 
These have usually amounted to Id. 
an hour each year for the co.sl of living 
increase. For years now, no real big 
pay increase hus bc«n achieved an the 
basic hourly rate. Mind you. big pay 
packets are taken home, hut these in- 
dudu money earned by wnifking u bonus 
sdremo and by overtime payments. Com- 
petRion for labour sirong at the 
moment between Qrnis who, in order to 
atlract workers, will pay above the union 
tmic ratei,__ 


A decent basic rate of pay is needed, 
for bonus schemes and overtime can 
bo withdrawn any lime. These schemes 
are in operation now because of the 
boom in the industry, but they only 
servo to w^eaken the position of the 
worker. Bonus schemes and overtime 
were brought in during the war. Now 
a higher basic wage is needed with the 
abolition of these war-time practices, 
The recent pay offers of the employers 
have attempted to widen the wage gap 
between craftsmen and labourer. The 
aim of rank and file members should he 
to dose these differences. With the new 
methods of construcljon in the industry^ 
labourers are now doing a larger range 
of jobs including fixing of cdlings and 
partitions, and for Ihis they should be 
getting higher rates. The old craft 
barriers must be done away with as they 
only divide workers in the industry lo 
the employers* advantage. 

United action of all workers in the 
building industry is needed if we are 
to win our demands. Our union leaders 
have always shown reluctance to take 
the necessary action and by their very 
nature as leaders are always willing to 
accept compromise. In their positions 
of power, they wt|] not consult the nxnk 
and fib mem her, but wilt go ahead with 
what they think is best and what suits 
their intefM b. Un ion tea dc rs did no t 


consult the members about the tea-break 
dual which kd to some men having to 
pay for their own mid-morning and 
afternoon breaks. Then it was left to 
men -on the sites to fight for the beist 
terms they could get with the bosses for 
the union leaders just didn't want to 
know', 

A token strike is planned on some 
sites for Tuesday, This is unofficial and 
has been decided on by the men on the 
joK Talks have been going on for eight 
monihs now. Union leaders have delayed 
top long, and industrial action is needed 
now. 

We mu&t be prepared to take this 
action for ourselves for we shall get 
nowhere with more delays. The union 
leaders have arranged talks after talks 
and all of no avail Rank and file 
action is needed now lo win our de¬ 
mands with ordinary union members 
running the show. Site strike com-^ 
mittees must be elected, each linked up 
with those on other jobs for this must 
be our strike and we must run and con* 
trot it. The decisions and terms must 
be made at job level by us and not dtc* 
lated by the union bureaucrats. Our 
demands for l/6d, per hour rise and 
a 40-hour week are just and through 
our own organbaiion and strength wg 
can gain them.

belt- 

The action w’as decided upon for a 
varkiy of reasons. Ftrsu we arc srek 
of revolutions going the same old 
ct'onier-revoluiiocjary way. We are sick 
of anarchists and libertarians being 
yailed and shot by the gcivcrnmcnts 
who have ridden Ui pow’Cr on their 
backs. Certainly, we don't expect any 
government to act any differentely, but 
it doesn't make us complacent abemt 
ibcir butchery “it makes us ev'en more 
indignant 

Secondly, and an even greater cause 
of indignation, we arc sick of the jusu- 
ficaiion of such butchery- 'because it 
serves the working-class revolution and 
is pan of the anti-capita list, colonial 
straggle'. The apologies of CotumunisiA 
for a new- tyTaimy m the place of the 
old, have eiK^uragcd apathy and doublc- 
ihinL in every posl-revolulionary period, 
especially where a Communist or pan- 
Communisi government has emerged 

Thirdly, we arc sick of the fact that 
Ibe nonComJnuntst Left—libertarian 
iocudists. padfisis. Committee of 100 
mill Lints, as well as anarchists—arc con¬ 
tinually bdng embarrassed by Commun¬ 
ists lending Iherr unwanted support to 
activities (with which they are not really 
idenufied^ simply because they happen 
to comcide temporarily with the Party 
line.

not forgotten by ihe move me ni over 
here. If Queen Fred demonstrators 
can congratulate themselves I hat their 
efforts helped to bring about ihc release 
of political prisoners in Greece (and we 
think they can), then any spotlighi on 
the Cuban repression may have some 
good results there. The comrades who 
have been shot cannot be brought back, 
but those w'ith thirty years of jail ahead 
of them could perhaps benefit. 

Fifthly, many anarchists are sick of 
the practice of pacifist moral tsi demon¬ 
strators of informing the police of their 
imeniions beforehand, with the result 
that the enemy can prepare to crush the 
demonstration. It seems to us that the 
dice are loaded against us quite enough 
without freely giving unnecessary advan¬ 
tage to the authonties—and if the action 
IS to be non-vioieni, that is even more 
reason why the element of surprise 
should be on ot/r side. Perhaps the dif¬ 
ference in attitude arises from the 
anarchist view that wc owe no loyally 
or morality to the State. Those who 
strvt ihe State may or may not be 
persuaded to our way of thinking by 
the rectitude of our behaviour, but the 
really importam thing in undertaking 
any action which brings you into conflict 
with those forces it to do what you 
warn to do successfully. If you arc 
going to practice non-vioicni resistance 
—and this is wbai we decided upon in 
planning our action against the Cuban 
Embassy—and thus voluntarily abandon 
the use of force to achieve your object 
—^ihcn you have got to use your brains. 
If you are not going to try to out-force 
them, outwit them! 

Thus we gave no prior notice either 
to the police, the Foreign Office or the 
Cuban Embassy of our i men non to pay 
them a visit* 

Sixthly, we saw this whole exercise as 
a good opportunity to test our own 
internal security. As our movement 
grows, it becomes more difficult to be 
absolutely sure that there arc no narks 
or iiiformcrSj if not in our closer ranks, 
at least among the circles of acquaint¬ 
ances around every anarchist group* All

.At i*30 the strollers from the Park 
arrived at No. 22 Mount Street, and the 
eight who had decided they wanted lo 
go in pressed the bell to the Embassy, 
which ts situated on the second floor 
(small countries have small embassies* 
you know), The front door opened auto¬ 
matically. and we entered the building, 
climbed several flights of stairs and came 
to the inner door, which had been opened 
by an elderly liUk man in rather shabby 
pyjamas, whom we look to be a care¬ 
taker* 

As we entered over the threshold he 
must have sensed that we were not all 
that friendly, for he began lo say that 
the Embassy was closed f'For a holiday’’ 
and attempted to close the door in our 
faces. But by this lime wc were in and 
it was too late. Thanks to the fact that 
two of our comrades had called there 
a few weeks before to collect some litera¬ 
ture on the agrarian and collectives and 
[i> spy out the lie of the land, we knew 
which room to go into. While the little 
man protested und began shrilly to call 
tu a woman in the nether regions, we 
went with all the time in the world, 
calmly unfurled banners we had carried 
under our coats and hung them out of 
the windows. 

By this lime a demonstraijon had been 
mounlcd outside, in the street. Just 
after 1.330, when wc had gone in^ a van 
arrived carrying the London Federation 
of Anarchists’ batUC'Searred banner and 
a number of smaller banners protesting 
against Castro’s tyranny. These were 
used by about twenty comrades to 
attract attention to what was going om 

Inside, it was panic stations for the 
IJ tile man and his woman colleague. 
Unable to use his phone, he went down 
to the front door to attract the attention 
of an assistant from a shop opposite* 
who immediately ran to her telephone^ 
We circulated among the different rooms* 
leaving our leaflets everywhere. That 
done we went back to the mam ropni 
-J ,’^very 

minutes the womali TotJKcd - 

round the door and we asked to see the 
ambassador, at which she vanished. Wc 
thought that she was jusi checking to 
see that we weren't smashing up the 
joint. 

Well, eventually the police arrived. 
We gathered afterwards thal an Embassy 
car had been the first to arrive, out of 
w'hieh an angry young man bad run 
inlo the Embassy—but w^c did not see 
him upstairs* U was thought that he 
was the Ambassador, but he did nothing

bui drive iw.-i a^m.n, looking luii'^^ 
Meanwhile, we bad been joined by ibjce 
more comrade* who bad been Icl m 
after ringing the belli 
The police, of cuurse, did their duty* 
First an inspector and a plainclothes 
man asked (yes uskedli us to leave, ray¬ 
ing that we were ircspaS'ing, and this 
want not the way to get to sec the 
Ambassador, but on our refusing lo go, 
eventually a wagonload of constables 
arrived, and after one or two more 
□pportumiics to io under our own stem, 
we were all carried, most gently, down 
the several flights of stairs and laid od 
the pavement in the street. 

While w^c were still in there the little 
man, who had hastily pulled a coat and 
trousers over his pyjamas, had begun lo 
protest that his spectacles had been 
broken, and that we had gone through 
the place looking at papers in drawers. 
We ha ^'0 no evidence about his spec¬ 
tacles being broken—wc didn't ask to 
see them, and neither did any of the 
policemen, in our presence. Wc only 
know that we did not lay a finger on his 
person. The nearest to violence that 
wtr got in the whole business was when 
he tried to shut the door on us as wc 
were coming through it, after fie had 
opened it for us. Maybe he tried to 
close tbc door with his spectacles, but 
we heard no crunch or crack, and it 
is our opinion that he dropped them 
himself in his panic* 

By the time we were all carried out 
a reporter from a Press agency had 
arrived, and to our great delight, every 
Sunday paper i;:arricd the story next 
day. Imagine our surprise, however, to 
learn that we had 'mis-handled' the 
Cuban *Aniba!ssador himself I y«* ihe 
gj-cy frightened little man in shabby 
pyjamas was the Cuban Ambassador, 
and we didn't know it! All the time 
we were asking to see him, he dkl ooE 
tell us who ke was. Perhaps he ihougfit 
wc wanted to cut his throat! 

Fortunately, all the papers made it 
dear who had made the protest and 
why. Further* one of the members of 
the FLA wax interviewed on TV ncwi 
that same Saturday evening and was 
able to put the record straight on one 
or two points. 

From our point of view, it was a 
great success. On every point it went 
according to plan, and the publicity was 
better than we hoped for. We hope the 
comrades in CXiba, and particularly those

a workers' state' had once again been 
chailenced. 

We gather from The rimer than an 
official complaint has been lodged at 
the Foreign Office by the Ambassador. 

.A spokesman from the Foreign Office 
has apologised to the *4mbassador dd

We are ‘Examined' 


Dear Editoxs, 

In your Editorial of July I3, you com¬ 
plain that "many of the advocates of 
non-Violence have been so dogmatic thal 
they have refused even lo examine the 
argumnls in favour of 'violence*?' Very 
lAcll; as an advocate of non-violence 
let me examine your own arguments in 
favour of "violence” expressed in that 
Editorial. 

VouT first argument consists in putting 
the word "violence” in inverted commas. 
By this manoeuvre you presunmbly hope 
to convey the impression that there i» 
some dillercucc between ordinary vio¬ 
lence, as practised by the police, army* 
etc, and Ihe violence of which you would 
in certain circumstances approve, which 
is not really violence ul all hut only 
"violence" (or "force" us some people 
wiiuld have it). I wuiu to imil this he 
once and for all If you punch a man 
ON the noiie. whether you are an aiiat- 
chiiL proiiioling a revolution or a poiicc- 
mun defeiitlnii iho Slate, you are using 
phi in. common or garden violence, and 
It 1* quite din ingenuous to pi etc ml olhcr- 
wisc- 

Next, you argue ibai while the umir- 
t hixt (evolution may be far ofl. "revolu- 
fjonary snuaiions" are always cropping 
up all over the world, and anarchiits 
ought to do someihing (the implication 
t», hy "Violence") to promote the "solu- 
lioos" of these sttuation*. ITiis argu¬ 
ment. if it mcam anyth mg dciiniic at 
all. can only mean the anarchixU should 
piin forces with any violent revolution- 
anca anywhere who try lo overthfow 
established government*. In other word*, 
anarchist* should have Itelpcd lo pro¬ 
mote Lenin'* "loluiion" in Rumia* 


Hitler's in Germany and Castro’s in 
Cuba. Anything to get rid of the pre¬ 
sent regime, and never mind if the result 
is not an anarchist society! This « 
what you call ”innucncing the world a* 
it ts now’ in an anarchist direction.'' 

Finally, you say; "If we anarchisis 
fold our arms and say that we are ooiy 
interested m the anarchist revolution 
. . . and that every other revolution has 
nothing to do with us. then indeed wc 
accept the role of saints and perntaneni 
protesters.'' In other words* anarchisis 
can never succeed by promoting the 
caoso of anarchism. They can only 
succeed by join mg other people in pm- 
niotiTig totally different causes. Could 
anything be more absurd? You might 
a\ well admit that you have no faith m 
iinarclusm* that you arc just out lo wreck 
the csiahhshed order regardless of the 
conacquences* and that you arc not 
anarchists, in anv constructive sense, at 
all. 

I would advise you, and all other 
exponents of "violence", lo read the 
worki ol Leo Tolstoy, who exploded all 
Hour arguments seventy years ago "No 
tcuis of heroism*" he wrote, "are iwedcd 
to bring about the greatest and mo!>l 
important changes in the life of human¬ 
ity; neither the arming of millions of 
men, nor the construction of iicw’ rail¬ 
ways and machines, nor the organisation 
of exhibition* Of Trade Uniona. nor 
revolulions* nor barricades, nor dyna- 
milo outrages* nor the perfection of aerial 
navigation* and so forth. All that ti 
necessary is a change in public opinmn?

sheer poppycock because they all 
presuppose that the future of man¬ 
kind hinges on a handful of “person¬ 
alities” and iheir ability to see the 
light . , . and reason. To our minds 
there rs no evidence to support this 
view’. If the Moscow Treaty is 
something more than a mere face- 
saving “succes,s” by the political 
freemasonry, wonh no more than 
rhe paper it s written on. then we 
iiie ijtLuscft dsewhere than 
among the “personalities”, and their 
domestic problems (as the Sunday 
Tekik^raph would have us believe).

It is this obsci^iioji of practical sHua-

And the long 
extract from Tolstoy he quotes, and to 
which wo refer reders. convinces us that 
Tolstoy, lik4: Ellingham, was not "with 
us", at least with those who have to 
work for a wage to keep alive, and who 
cannot see any escape from such a 
situation other than death. The dmmx 
of this Tolstoyan abstraction is con¬ 
tained! in the last sentence: "All that is 
necessary is a change in public opinion".

But the 
question of violence arises at the very 
stage where “public opinion" knows 
what it wants and Authority resists its 
demands. Indeed, it OL'Curs more often, 
than not long before such a tnuation 
Is reached with goveinnicnr seeking 
to halt public opiniim, by in- 
tlni Ida lion, by making an example of 
ring-leaders (think of the Wethersfield 
"Nix", or Ihc police action last month 
m connection with the tlreek Royal 
tour as examples nearer home), hy !lock¬ 
outs III the induNlrial liqkl. If and when 
Ihesa tactics prove uiHrless etiher the 
army is called out, or, as m Spam. Ihe 
army decide* to lake over from ihe 
legal govcrnoienh When those situa¬ 
tions arise either Ihc people capitulate 
or they revist. And they wdt resist 
u.vmg I hose methods which they con¬ 
sider niosl effective. If by so-called non* 
violent taktiea they can achieve therr 
ends* so much tho better If the gov¬ 
ernment uEcx the arm>\ and the people 
can defeat it only by having f«wurse 
to fotix, then ihix writer, for one, 
idvocatex the use of violence agamst 
thosfl who aek by violenc* to main¬ 
tain ihfi statut qtm against the wishei 
of the people. If they cannot, then we 


must recognise the fact and rescue any 
potential vjctutis from political reprisal 
and at the same time xeek to secure what 
material and political concesflions we 
can from the authorities by reason of 
our power aa producers* 

As this writer sees it, anarchist vio¬ 
lence has never been a means to an 
end-“tba: is if one assumes the ends 
to be anarchism. The anarchists who 
sought by assassination to rid thdr 
countries of the tyrant disondo T H 
countries of the'tyrant did so not be¬ 
cause they imagined this would lead to 
anarchy, but because they hated tyrants* 
Francis Ellingham and others arc en¬ 
titled to place the violence of the tyrani 
and his would-be assassin^ on a par* This 
writer is equally entitled to dismiss such 
a judgment as philosophical nonaerue. 
When the Spanjish workers sought to 
ttefeat the attempted military eoup 
d'etat in 1936, they were all united in 
wanting to defeat the miliiary but for 
different reasons* The anarchists hoped 
to destroy the State machine axKl bring 
about where possible the libertarian 
communist revofuiion; the soctah&ts 
hoped! to bring in a socialist government 
that would introduce socialist measures; 
Lho POUMi&is^ thought of revolution in 
the Marxist the Glatalan autono¬ 

mists dreamed of an independent Cata¬ 
lonia, the Basque nationalists of thdr 
autonomy and so on. It was clear from 
tho start that even if Franco were de¬ 
feated, the people of Spain would be 
raced with a whole scries of new prob- 
IcriLS* All but the anarchists would he 
prepared lo iniposc their solutions by 
fofee-“^with or without the veneer of 
legality. All the anarchists felt morally 
entitted tu do was to defend their way 
of life against the would-be new rulers 
who might aitempt to impose a uniform 
patiern throughout the country. Francis 
Effingham and othc« arc entitled to lay 
that both the violence of the anarchiiU 
and of the others is on a par* Wc arc 
equally entitled to diatinguUh between 
viuknee which is defensive and libct^ 
tarian and that which is iKr«a^tve lod 
tuthoritirian. 

This writer does not expect hii critv 
to agree with his pCiBiliq% but have ^ 
expressed it sufficiently dnaxfy ilpM 
them not to defoos it in d^te |r tli« 
future?—EoiKBiS.

Scandinavian Dockers 
Black S African Goods 


Stockholm, 16/7/63.

HG Swedish boat L^mtaren arrived 
wflh its ISO tons of fruit from South 
Africa into Goteborg harbour, after the 
Danish dockers had refused to tiTiload 
the cargo. The Swedish dockers have 
also refused to unload the cargo. Meni- 
bc!‘s of the South Africa Comrniiuce 
were at the dock to meet the boat with 
placards reading “You support race per¬ 
secution if you unload ^uth African 
goocU“. 

The iiuesiion Tiow discussed is to the 
wage agreenrent the union has with the 
employers, which may mean they can 
lake court action here resulting in prose¬ 
cution tor those dockers who refuse to 
unload the goods. At the time of writing 
the radio has announced that the ' dock¬ 
ers who refuse to unload the Lomfuurvn 
risk that their union will give them no 
protect ion”, which seems to suggest that 
the men would be better oft within the 
syndicahsi movement when the workers 
means of “defence” no longer defends 
thcni- 

Wiihm these shores where social 
democracy has held sway for decades 
the trade uuion organisation plays a 
larger part in government policy-making, 
producing economic surveys of which 
the government has io lake notice apd 
in return for this power, the possibilities 
of strike action arc restricted by the in¬ 
ternal sTructurc which the unions have 
evolved for themselves; for example the 
rigid control of the strike funds by the 
equiv^alent of the General Council of 
the TDC. 

The official organ of the government 
Stt^cUtolms-Tidf^ngeit says this about 
the docker*: “The Swedish South Africa 
Commitiee seem very sure of themselxcs, 
but thy haven*! prepared any economic 
support for the dockers in case of an 
emergency like tbiS“it is time that im- 
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mediate act tun is tuken by going mt 
and taking u collection to give the neces¬ 
sary support to the dockers tm they 
should need it". 

European prosperity in South Africa 
comes from selling their produce in the 
rich whitifl markets of the world, the 
products of poor, African, labour. The 
Danish and Swedish Dockers have shown 
their disgust with South Africa's race 
policy by refusing to unload the 
Lornmarttt. However, what seems to 
be worrying the TU bureaucratic leader¬ 
ship here is the fact that their mentbers 
are going to suffer “economically". One 
gels the impression (hat they will do 
nothing that will lose any of their mem¬ 
bers a day's pay in the cause of com¬ 
batting th Apartheid whch they “detest". 
The threats of retaliation by the South 
.African government may mean the loss 
of a valuable market for Swedish cx- 
porier.s which will probably add lo the

In 
the so-catled democracies a leai is offeied 
in the Swedish riksdag But r\cver really 
having a chance to act. All action must 
be canalised through the machine of the 
Statu according to its rules and regula¬ 
tions. Any action Eaken by a minority 
(even though they may be right) is "un¬ 
democratic", The liberals have a double- 
think when faced with principle and teal 
polifik. they have no quarrel with the 
present day organiJOttion of the world 
or its Stic I rt I and cconomk or moral 
aspects. Their altitude seems to be that 
they should do the thing ‘‘oftkially" in 
a stand with the "United Nations" to 
boycott South African goods. The 
truth of the matter Jieems to be that no 
governments (noi even the U,N.O,l can 
afford to have principics—assuming 
that they ,'ver believed in them.

Misunderstanding ? 


Comrades, 

What total misunderstanding of the 
nature of anarchism can have led any¬ 
one to believe that its aims could ever 
he achieved by force? 

Anarchism aims at the destruction of 
power^ in particular'the power of the 
state; and the uiimiato aanciion of all 
power is force, or fhe threat of force. 
If a violent anarchto revolution were 
la succeed. H w^nld fi rst of all have to 
W '^rrpniseff-^IT " 

thought anathema ti us—and the organ¬ 
isation would haveJto perpetuate itself. 
There would have to be jj standing army 
to guard against obumer-rcvoluttun, to 
act as warders—for irreconeil- 
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able elements, who would presumably 
have to be restrained in some way. lu 
other words, it would be necessary to 
set up another state machine, which 
could be anarchist only in name. 

Ends and means are inseparable. The 
attract ion of anarchism is that it offers 
truo revolution, not a mere violent re¬ 
distribution, not a mere violent 33bm 
distribution of power. The most cursory 
study of history shows that revolutions 
have always blasted the hopes of those 
who had most to gain front iheni. 
because they were directed towards 
taking 01 er Ihe power of the state, not 
destroying it. Ours must be dilTerent. 
The Spies for Peace Story has shown us 
one way to go. The centraiised bureau¬ 
cratic state is so unwieldy and top-heavy 
that it can be upset with a very gentle 
push.

OATH CND Icafletted ihroughoul lost 
^ week at the Balh Military Tattoo 
and were joined on Saturday evening, 
when the new War Minister was coming, 
by supporters of the Bristol Federation 
of Anarchists. With ten anti-war pla¬ 
cards (The Nice Man Wiih The Cun Is 
Paid To Ktlh and several hundred Offi¬ 
cial Secrets leaflets, wc joined the hun¬ 
dreds of families who were queuing or 
strolling about in the sun amongst the 
tanks and planes and services booths. 
U was tunny to hear the gasp from the 
crowd when the anarchist banner was 
unfurled and they saw what it said. 
One slogan, *Scx is lovely but war is 
immorar got a great deal of laughter 
and sympathy from people of all ages 
and thumbs up signs from the soldiers 
(Labour men. I suppose). Other oom- 
ments were: 'Filthy beasL: and 'He 
doesnl look as if he knows anything 
about cither’. 

Wc wandered about individually, 
making no attempt to challenge the 
crowd or block paths. From this point 
of view' it was an ideal demonstration. 
Wo were a minority but we were there. 
People were bound to sec us but were 
tree to take it or leave it. 

Nearly every demonstrator was ap* 
proached by police, soldiers or siewards 
and told he would have lo leave. To 
a niati the oflicialii were talked down, 
ignored and disobeyed. But there isn'l 
much douhi that Ihey had orders to 
avoid trouble. Somebody was pushed 
down a grassy bank but that was by 
a drunken civilian- One soldier told me 
it W'Liv wrong to talk about the ‘army, 
|t\ only a police force,’ .Another said 
he'd buy me a drink if t could ptawc 
1 was doing the world any good. I said 
t couldn't. 

The original idea of the anarchists 
had been to confront Godber's car with 
a row of placards and stop it. As it 
turned out most people stayed with the 
spectators and when he came, on foot 
it seemed foolish to rush one man. us 
if he was that important. But in an 
hour and a half's activiiy we made fairly 
friendly contact with large numbers o| 
people wilhout niartyring ourselves oi 
being over-dramalic and without (as fat 
as I know! any of those terrible argu¬ 
ments in which 'w’c' arc usually aggres¬ 
sive. accusing and very moral.
